As discussed with you by telephone about a month ago, we have engaged the 
firm of Skidmore, Owings and Merrill to make a preliminary design study 
for a building for the Geological Survey, including an analysis of six 
site 8 that have been proposed for consideration. This building, or group 
of buildings, will serve a dual purpose — to house our National head- 
quarters, and provide laboratory-office facilities for our Atlantic 
Coast technical operations. The Bureau of Public Roads site is one of the 
six being considered.
